REMARKS 

The specification has been amended, in accordance with 37 C.F.R. 
§ 1.78(a)(2), to include a reference to the parent Patent Cooperation Treaty international 
application to which the present application claims priority under 35 U.S.C. § 120. 

As discussed with Examiners Sun and Lau of GAU 2863 on January 18, 

2007, Applicant identified the priority application in the transmittal filed with the 

application (a copy of which is attached), and the U.S.P.T.O. recognized the priority claim, 

as evidenced by the filing receipt mailed May 6, 2004 (copy attached). The image file 

wrapper also contains Bibliographic Data Sheets dated March 17, 2005, October 5, 2005, 

June 26, 2006, and October 3 1 , 2006 (copies attached), which recognize the priority claim 

and which were initiated by Examiner Sun. It is therefore believed that no petition or fee 

should be necessary for entry of this Amendment, in accordance with M.P.E.P. 

§ 201.1 1(III)(D): 

If an applicant includes a benefit claim in the application but 
not in the manner specified by 37 CFR 1.78(a) (e.g., if the 
claim is included in an oath or declaration or the application 
transmittal letter) within the time period set forth in 37 CFR 
1.78(a), the Office will not require a petition under 37 CFR 
1.78(a) and the surcharge under 37 CFR 1.17(f) to correct the 
claim if the information concerning the claim was 
recognized by the Office as shown by its inclusion on the 
filing receipt. 

Accordingly, Applicant respectfully requests entry of this Amendment. 

In addition, Applicant notes that the most recent Bibliographic Data Sheet, 
dated November 28, 2006 (copy attached), does not list the priority data. Applicant 
respectfully requests that the Examiner issue a new Bibliographic Data Sheet correctly 
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presenting the priority data, so that the data will appear correctly on the face of the issued
